Coliseum, Chicago, June 9—The Republican national conven- 


tion late thfs afternoon was in session with the announced purpose 
of remaining continuously at work until a presidential candidate is 
nominated. 


During the first four hours of the session, Justice Hughes, For- 


mer Senator Burton of Ohio, Eliliu Root and 
Senator 
Weeks of 


Massachusetts, and Senator Sherman of Illinois, were placed in 
nomination. Senator Fall of New Mexico, was waiting to nomi- 
nate Colonel Roosevelt. The list of other favorite sons remained to 
be presented and the prospects w ere that when nominations were 
closed one ballot or possibly two might be taken before the con- 
vention adjourned until tomorrow.

™-SAMENESS OF PLATFORMS INDICATES A ^ 
W POSSIBILITY OF FINDING COMMON GROUND ^ 
PROGRESSIVES SHOW DEEP CURRENT OF DISTRUST IN VOTE'ON PROPOSAL TO APPOINT 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEE TO MEET REPUBLICANS

/CHICAGO, June 9.—It is a queer situation, 
VV two conventions strikingly unlike in per- 
sonnel' and in the conduct of business and yet; 
united in platform utterance. There is no ma-' 
terial difference in what they want if their 
wishes can be judged by their words, and yet 
the bitterness of their dislike toward each oth- 
er has lost nothing during the four years that 
have elapsed since the contest of '1912. 


At the Republican convention Ex-Senator Depew and Ex-Sen- 


ator Cannon were called upon to regale the audience with eulogies 
of the Republican party. What unwisdom to thus provoke the Pro- 
gressives by exhibiting as specimens of the Republicanism of to- 
day, two men who had so much to do with bringing upon the Re- 
publican party the odium that stirred a majority of the members 
to revolt. One is reminded of the woman whose. husband ' drank 
himself to death.. After, she had selected a modest casket for the 
remains, the undertaker.asked what she wanted in the way of 
"trimmings." "Trimmings," she exclaimed, "don't mention trim- 
mings; that's what Jimmie died of." The discussion of the Pro- 
gressive convention over the resolution inviting the Republicans to 
appoint a committee to confer with a smaller Progressive commit- 
tee with a view to reaching a fusion on the ticket was a real de- 


bate The delegates who participated were indeed earnest and the 
language which some of them used, and it was liberally applauded, 
betrayed a deep current of distrust with which a considerable por- 
tion of the convention viewed any proposition looking towards har- 
monizing. But the conservative element of the convention won out 
by a large majority. And the conference asked for was granted 
by the Republican convention without discussion- The committees 
are in conference at this writing and the result of the deliberations 
is awaited with anxiety on both sides. The sameness which ap- 
pears in their platform would seem to indicate the possibility of 
their finding common ground. 


To illustrate the unity which they have reached in the matter 


of platforms attention is invited to five subjects. First, they agreed 
in extravagance of language employed in criticising the Democratic 
administration, and they agreed also in the care with which they 
abstain from any definite statement of the policy which they intend 
to pursue if instructed with power. They unite in deploring the 
calamities brought npon the country by what they described as the 
president's failure to defend American rights. And yet both con- 
ventions conspicuously fail to point out wherein they would have 
a president act differently. Do they want intervention in Mexico? 
If so why did they not have the courage to declare for 
interven- 


tion? Would they have the government go to war with either Ger-

The conference was mete friendly. Immediately upon assem 


blihg your committee propo^d as the joint nominee of both con 
ve'ntions the name of Theodo a Roosevelt. : The committee repre- 
'senting the Republican^National' Convention did not present the 
name of any candidate, nor' did it attempt to refute our argu- 
ments relating to the unique Wailability of Theodore Roosevelt, as 
a candidate to unite both parties or to serve pur common country 
at this crucial period in the iistory of the world. 


After several hours of friendly discussion, during which no 


concrete proposition was advanced by Republican conferees, except 
that a further conference might be desirable this afternoon or even- 
ing, the joint committee adjourned.

many or Great Britain? If so, why did they not have the courag* 
to demand war? The Republican platform says, "We desire peace, 
the peace of justice and right, and believe in maintaining a straight 
and honest neutrality between the belligerents in the great Euro- 
pean war."

international disputes and advocates the establishment of a World 
Court for that purpose. If they rejoice in peace, why were they not 
frank enough to commend the president for having maintained 
peace? If they think the president has failed to maintain neu- 
trality why were they not candid enough to point out the specific 
acts complained of? 


Second, the platforms are substantially alike in laying, claim 


to a monopoly of Americanism, wherein has the Democratic party 
failed to show itself truly American? 


Third, they are united in their demand for preparedness. The 


Progressives are more specific bat a Republican speaker would 
have no difficulty in construing his platform to mean everything on 
this subject that is expressed in the Progressive platform.

As we have said there 
are legitimate street fa,ir aggregations, shows with responsible men 
heck of them and with money to finance them. These shows suffer 'by 
reason of the down-at-the-heel affairs as much, if Hot more than any 
one. 
They, themselves, are willing to pay a license, knowing that 


this would put the disreputables out of business. 


How far council should go in the matter of fixing a license is 


a question. We recognize that some people enjoy good street fairs. 
"We recognize that there are some clean attractions that "would 
come under a reasonabfe license ordinance, and that they .would 
give clean, attractive shows. And it seems to us that $100 is too 
high. Fifty dollars might be more like it. 'That sum would shut 
out the scum and would not 'be prohibitive of the better class of at- 
tractions, At the same time it would turn a neat stun of money into 
the public treasury, and it would cover the cost of additional po- 
lice protection.

It should not 'be forgotten, however by council, aside from the 


objectionable moral phases of the street fair, that with the test of 
them, disorder and fighting frequently follow in their wake. The 
street fair now here is probably the best that has teen here in a 
long time, yet with all that, there has heen an aftermath staged 
each morning in police court, camp followers having been carted in- 
to the station by the police for various infractions of the 
laws. 


The license should be made stiff enough to cover all contingencies. 
The council has shown a spirit of wanting to do what is right in 
this matter and -we 'believe that it will finally agree upon an ordi- 
nance that will tie generally satisfactory.
